Relatives Sent For. 

Lather Laflin Mills, Mr. Baker’s brother-in- 
law, was sent fur at once, and went to the 
house with his father, Walter N. Mills. 
Another message was sent for Undertaker C. 
H. Jordan and still another to the Coroner. 

The police at the Chicago Avenue Station 
heard of the suicide, and Inspector Schaack 
and Lieut, Fyfe, with two officers, went 
over and awaited the arrival of the Coroner. 
They remained until. nearly 11 o’clock, but 
nobody from the Coroner’s office appeared, 
and finally Ur. Maley directed the undertaker 
to wait no longer, but proceed with his duty. 

“It was plainly the act of a man out of his 
mind,” said Dr. Maley. *‘Mr. Baker has 
been under my care for some time for mental 
derangement.

President Peck announced as the first 
speaker Congressman-elect J. Frank Aldrich, 

Chicago, said Mr. Aldrich, unparalleled in 
groth, ite energy and push bywords the world 
over, was a inagnificent city save in the man- 
agement of municipal affairs and sanitary 
control, In these the city was radically de- 
ficient, 

It Wasa well-settled principle that good 
pavements were a prerequisite to municipal 
cleanliness, Nothing was more essential to a 
city than good streets. Next to real estate 
and railways nothing absorbed more money. 
It was useless to expect our roadbeds to be 
kept in condition so loag as the streets were 
permitted to be torn up. Corporations are 
empowered under existing ordinances to tear 
up streets. During the year just passed there 
have been issued by the Street Department of 
the city in the district alone bounded by Chi- 
cago avenue, Ashland avenue, and Twenty. 
second avenue, permits for the opening of our 
streets to the number of 11,179. 

As a remedy the speaker thought some sort 
of a subway scheme necessary. Funds should 
be raised by bonds. The present bonded in. 
debtedness was ridiculously low. The pres- 
ent generation was paying more than its share 
for permanent improvements, Finally civil 
service reform inthe municipal government 
would go a long way toward solving the prob- 
lem. 

Officials Need Help, Not Censure. 

Following Mr. Aldrich, Carter H. Harrison 
spoke in substance as follows:

Do not heap too much censure on the city gov- 
ernment. The cause of the dirt is our level streets 
and our wonderful growth. The men in this club 
can help remove the cause of our unclean streets 
if they will pay less attention to the election of 
an Assessor and more to the election of municipal 
officers. Put some man in for Mayor who will be 
able to say *‘ No.’ Help the officials, don’t attack 
them, and Chicago will yet show the world a 
clean and model city.

Workman 
was enveloped in the flame and both hair and 
mustache were burned off.

Dr. Maley’s opinion that Baker was insane 
was shared by Luther Laflin Mills. Thecause 
of the disease, said Dr. Maley, was a local 
lesion of the brain. He had suffered from it 
for months. This, it was believed, was in- 
duced by overwork and too close application 


to study. its Talk with Kors. 

Yesterday morning State’s-Attorney Kern 
arrived at his office at 8:45, and at 9:30 started 
for the Criminal Court. As he came out of 
his office he inet Bakerin the hall and bade 
him good morning. Mr. Baker made no re- 
ply to the greeting, but plunged into some- 
thing that seemed to prey on his mind.

His eye was unsteady and his hand trembled 
as he laid it on Mr. Kern’s sleeve and stared 
vacantly before hirn. 

“Come, come, Baker, this won’t do,” saii 
Mr. Kern, and at the same time attempted to 
cheer Baker up by treating the utterance as a 
joke. ‘* We’ve got lots of work ahead of us, 


so let’s get at it.” “ 
Baker turned and left the building, gomg 


ing a lengthy t to Egypt and the Holy Land, 
having by economy saved enough money to permit 
such enjoyment without interruption, But just 
as he was leaving Heidelberg to take the Adriatic 
steamer for an Egyptian fort he learned that the 
State Savings Bank, in which his savings were 
deposited, had failed, leaving him virtually pen- 


niless. 
Mr. Mills’ Assistant. 

Mr. Baker immediately started for home, and 
on his arrival in Chicago looked about for a new 
sturt in life. 

While engaged in newspaper work before his 
departure for fmurope Mr. Baker had been intro- 
duced to Lather Laflin Mills, and this 
acquaintance proved valuable to him on his 
return to Chicago. Mr. Mills had just previousty 
been elected State’s-Attorney, and he appointed 
the young lawyer his assistant, the only other 
assistant at that time being E. P. Weber, 
since deceased. After serving seven years 
under State’sAttorney Mills he was reap 
pointed by Judge Grinnell,* and later by Judge 
Longenecker. He was too valuable a man to 
be affected by changes of administration, and 
State’s-Attorney Kern intended to retain him in 
his position as Assistant State’s-Attorney.

The gathering was the fifty-third of the or- 
ganization and was largely attendee. ‘The 
speaker of the evening was Dr. Wayland Hoyt 
of Minneapolis. *‘The Christ and Some of 
the Medern Difficulties”? was the subject of 
his address. , 

The evils which were daily besetting every 

true citizen of this country, he declared, were 
due in a large measure to our heterogeneous 
population, and here he took occasion to at- 
the Catholic VUhurch, but

MANY WERE EXPOSED. 


SMALL-POX DISOOVERED AT THE 
COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


The Patient Supposed to Have Come from 
Some Lodging:House, Where Others 
May Have Contracted the Disease— 
Every Precaution Taken at the Hospi- 
tal—John Beatman Attempts to Shoot 
His Foreman, John W. Law—Capt. Ford 
of the Chicago Zouaves Arrested. 


An ambulance yesterday afternoon took 
Nathaniel Graham from the County Hospital 
to the pest-house. There is little doubt that 
the man had a well-developed case of small- 


pox. : 

At 8:30 p. m. Monday Officer Hennessy of 
the Desplaines Street Police Station found 
Nathanial Graham in front of No. 134 Halsted 
street. He was sick and was sent to the Coun- 
ty Hospital. There he was examined by Dr. 
Hessard and Dr. Thomas, who decided that it 
was a genuine case of smallpox. They isolated 
the patient. The man was putin a room ad- 
joing Ward 2. No one was allowed near the 
room, and Drs. Thomas, Hessard, and Preble 
attended the patient during the night to 
avoid exposing the nurses. In the ward were 
about sixty-five patients, who were more or 
less exposed in passing by the door, 

The Health Department was notified. Dr. 
‘Garrott’s diagnosis. yesterday agreed with 
that of Dr: Hessard. Warden Ernst secured 
1,000 vaccine points and every one in the 
building was vaccinated. There are 625 pa- 


tients and they have all been more or less 
Disinfectants were 


Last evening Dr Hessard said: “When 
Graham was received the case was not far 
enough advanced to positively say it was 
smalipox, byt today’s developments fully 
justify my suspicions. When we asked the 
man where he lived he replied, ‘anywhere,’ 
but would say nothing more explicit, I be- 
lieve he hus been stopping in some of the 
lodging-huuses near where he was found, The 
question 13: ‘Where did he contract the dis- 
ease?’ He must have come in contact with 
some other case and that case will have to be 
found. The Heaith Department will look the 
matter up. Ido notexpect cases will break 
out in the hospital. The case has been handled 
so carefully that the patients have not been 
exposed except in passing the door, and the 
disease is not nearly as contagious in its — 
stages as after it has developed. Besides, al 
the patients, doctors, and nurses will be vac- 
cinated and ocner precautions taken.” _ 

After Dr. Ware had dispatched all available 
members of his staff to the hospital to aid in 
the work of vaccination he was asked: ** Do you 
fear an epidemic at the county institution ?’’ 

* From the information I now have at hand 
I think contagion can be stamped out,’’ he 
said. ‘* Every precaution will be taken to- 
night. My medical staff, aided by the sanitary 
inspectors, will work in the hospital until noth- 
ing more can be done. Chief Inspector Hayt 
and Dr. Garrott will supervise the work. ‘I'he 
fact that an isolated case of smallpox has 
been discovered is not proof that a secondary 
case is even probabdie. Some years ago a case 
was found in the asylum, Dr. Garrott visited 
the instatution, and took all possible precau- 
tiona measures. Not a symptom of a 
secondary case madeits appearance. I see no 
reason why Dr. Garrott should not be equally 
successful this time, if the suspicious case 
proves to be smallpox. I hope it will not, 
and in the meantime I see no reason for 
alarm.”’ 

Sanitary Inspector Hayt, who was with Dr. 
Garrott, at once set about tracing the recent 
movements of the sick man, He discovered 
by patient questioning that Graham came 
from Kingston, Ont., a short time ago. He 
has a sister, Maud Graham, who is matron of 
the County Jail at Kingston. Graham isa 
woodturner by trade, and tor several days has 
been stopping at a boarding-house at the cor- 
ner of Morgan and Jackson streets. It was 
here he was taken ill, and from here he was 
taken to the County Hospital by the Des- 
plaines street police.

TRIES TO SHOOT. HIS FOREMAN, 


With a Pistol John Beatman Demands an 
Explanation of John W. Low. 

After a morning spent in debauch John 
Beatman yesterday noon attempted to murder 
his foreman, John W. Low, by shooting.

In the conversation 
that followed Beatman expressed his intention 
of getting even with the nan whv had deprived 
bim of his position. 

Yesterday morning about 11:40 e’clock he 
went tothe rear of the factory on Waldo 
place and took the elevator, which was in 
charge of J. Morrow. He told Morrow he 
was going up to see Low and if he did not 
take him back there would bea row. As soon 
as theelevator had ascended Beatmaa de- 
manded an explanation of bis discharge. 
Without waiting for a reply, he added: **—— 
you, I'll shoot you,’’ drawing a revolver at the 
saine titne. The bullet was buried in the 
ceiling. Several of the workmen then ran up 
and Beatman was held until the arrival of the 
police. When he was seen in hiscell Beatman 
admitted the shooting.

Ir is stated in a Washington dispatch that

There are now enough States which are and 
always will remain below the average in pop- 
ulation, and it is wiser not to make any more, 
lest at some future time the disproportionate 
power such little Commonwealths as Nevada 
have in the Senate may breed trouble. 


THE TAMMANY QUARANTINE BILL. 
The House of Representatives at Washing- 
ton has acknowledged fully the controlling 
power of the Tammany organization. The 
bill for the establishment of a national quar- 
antine was “amended” to provide that it 
shall not affect State or municipal acts. Os- 
tensibly the motive for insisting on the change 
was deference to the ancient and rotten dog- 
ma of State sovereignty. It was held to be a 
* wrong for any representative of the General 
Government to interfere with commerce be- 
tween the States. The real animus of the po- 
sition taken is a desire and determination to 
sustain the power of Tammany, and especially 
to prevent it from being shorn of an essential 
to its supremacy of control. It means that 
there is to be no interference with the power 
of Dr. Jenkius, the brother-in-law of Croker, 
who is the boss of Tammany. It means the 
retention of authority to dictate the move- 
ments of all the steamships that enter ana 
leave the portof New York. The possession 
of an office that carries with it a salary of 
$12,000 a year and the employment of numer- 
ous subordinates and the pickings from a 
fair number of contracts is no small ad- 
vantage in itself, but is light in com- 
parison with the opportunity afforded 
for blackmail of the transportation com- 
panies, A little detention of their vessels 
would amount to serious loss, and where ‘this 
could be avoided by thé making of judiciously 
placed presents the result is easy to under- 
stand by those who know what a great scandal 
the adininistration of the local quarantine has 
been in the past. 

If this bill should become a law every 
steamer that comes into the port of New York 
will be at the mercy of Tammany, and so will 
the whole country behind it. The President 
of the United States will be authorized to 
detail a medical officer to serve in the office of 
the Consul at any foreign port for the purpose 
of furnishing desired information and giving 
‘balls of health, and the marine hospital serv- 
ice is to codperate with State and municipal 
boards of health in the enforcement of rules 
prescribed by them and by the Secretary of 
the Treasury to prevent the introduction of 
contagious and infectious diseases. But no 
Federal officer will be authorized to “relax” 
a State rule in any way. {[f for either proper 
or corrupt reasons Tammany chooses to ailow 
people from New York to proceed into a 
neighboring State a Federal official will be 
powerless to prevent it, though all the world 
outside may have quarantined against New 
York as an infected port. 

It would be a terrible outrage on the great 
interior States of the West if their protection 
from cholera were made to depend on local 
officials in New York City, appointed by Tam- 
many. It might work a monstrous wrong to 
Chicago in connection with the World’s Fair, 
and the chances against its doing so are not 
increased by the well-known hostile attitude 
of leading men in New York to the Fair and 
everything connected with 1t. No such threat 
of calamity should be tolerated. If the West- 
ern meu in Congrsss cannot now see their 
way to act to remedy the evil they ought to 

hear from their constituents in regard to 1t. 
The matter is one in which Democrats and 
Populista are mterested as well as Repub- 
licans, for the proceeds of the State quaran- 
tine would benefit none except the Tammany 
managers, and no argument against a na- 
tional quarantine can be adduced except 
the one that the Tammany managers 
want it. This is conceded by lead- 
mg Democratic papers at the East. It 
is just possible the men who have rushed 
the bill through the House do not expect it to 
become a jaw, as it will have to await scru- 
tiny by the Senate in regular course, and then 
be sent back for concurrence before it could 
be presented for signature by the President. 
They may calculate on there not being time 
enough for this before adjournment, in which 
case we might see the horrile cruelties of last 
summer in the port of New York repeated a 
few months hence on a vastly larger scale 
than then. If so, the Democratic party must 
bear the responsibility, as its representatives 
have voted at the dictation of Tammany i, 
sufficient numbers to carry through the House 
a measure which may involve disaster to the 
Fair and widespread contagion, all for the 
political and pecuniary benefit of a few men 
whose acts have often proved them to be 
enemies of the whole country. 


THE PROPOSED MILITARY ENCAMPMENT. 

It is a matter for popular congratulation 
that the Secretary of War has decided no en- 
campment will be held in Washington Park 
unless authorized by the Park Commissioners, 
As the local directors of the Fair do not want 
an encampment there, and as the Park Com- 
missioners will not give their consent, that 
puts a quietus on the whole business so far as 
Washingtcn Park is concerned. This not 
only will save that park to the people as a 
quiet rest ng spot next summer after che fa- 
tigues of sight-seeing at Jackson Park and 
along the Midway Plaisance, but it will save 
it also from almost irretrievabie injury. A 
cainp could not have been established there 
without stables, sinks, kitchens, and outhouses, 
and as there is no drainage in Washington 
Park it soon would have become a public 
nuisance. Without military evolutions the 
cainp would not be an attraction, but the 
movements of cavalry and artillery, as well as 
the crowds rushing to see them, would have 
ruined the turf and cut up the park ‘so badly 
that it would have taken a longtime to make 
it good again. 

If it be necessary to have an encampment 
of the regular trocps in the vicinity of Jack- 
son Park it easily can be arranged without 
disturbing Washington Park. As Col. Turner. 
has intimated, the gcverament can have u 
share of the eighty-acre area known as the 
Wentworth tract, which will be occupied by 
the National Guard. It is level ground, thor.

grounds, with which it is in direct railroad 
communication. There is ample room there 
for both the regulars and the State guards. If 
this be not agreeable, then Fort Sheridan 
should be selected, where there is every con- 
yenience for an encampment, This would 
suit the regular army officers themselves, the 
most of whom prefer to go to FortSheridan, 
where they would be more at home and where 
discipline could be maintained more effective 
ly than at Washington Park. So far as ac- 
cessibility is concerned, it 1s about as easy to 
get to Fort Sheridan as to the latter piace. In 
any event the people will rejoice that the mat- 
ter has been settled so far as Washington 
Park is concerned, and the Commissioners are 
to be congratulated on the resulute stand they 
have taken to keep that park for the people. 


THESANITARY DISTRICT AND THE CANAL 

The sanitary district act authorizes the 
Drainage Trustees “ to enter upon, use, widen, 
deepen, and improve any canal,” provided 
that— 

The public use thereof shall not be unnecessarily 
interrupted or interfered with, and that the same 
shall be restored to its former usefulness as soon 
as practicable. .Provided, however, that no such 
district shall occupy any portion of the lilinois 
and Michigan Canal outside of the limits of the 
county in which such district is situated, for the 
site of any such improvement except to cross the 
same ; and provided, further, that no district shall 
be required to make any compensation for the use 
of so much of said canal as lies within the limits 
of such county in which said (istrict -» situated, 
except for transportation purposes, 

It has been taken for granted that under 
this law the Drainage Trustees had: ample 
authority to use the canal to the county line, 
if they saw fit, as a part of the drainage chan- 
nel. They have decided to use it as far as 
Summit, and have advertised for bids to do 
the necessary deepening and widening. 

The point is raised at this late day that the 
above provisions of the act are in violation of 
the Constitution, and the | Attorney-General 
bas been called on to give his opinion on the 
matter. It is stated in a Springfield dispatch 
that— 

He is fearful that the drainage act and the 
Constitution are in conflict, and that the surren- 
der of the portion of the canal desired to th 
sanitary district would be in violation of the act 
of Congress. The granting of the request of the 
sanitary people as a consequence might make it 
possible for the National Government to assume 
that the canal had reverted to it because of the 
violation of the terms of the original grant. 

The Constitution provides that— 

The Illinois and Michigan Canal shall never be 
sold or leased until the specific provision for the 
sale or lease thereof shall first have been sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people|vf the State at a 
general election, and shall have been approved 
by a majority of all the votes polled at such elec- 


tion. 

The drainage law 1s not a gale, gift, or lease 
of the canal or any part of it. It is merely a 
grant of permission,to one of the municipal- 
ities of the State—one of its agents, which it 
has made and which it can unmake—to use 
temporarily a certain portion of the canal, 
not for purposes of private gain, but to do 
certain work which when completed will be 
of the greatest value to the canal. So care- 
fully are the interests of the State safeguarded 
that the drainage district is not exempted 
from the payment of tolls when it uses the 
canal for transportation purposes. The State 
parts with no rights whatever over the canal 
by the drainage act, for whatever rights are 
possessed by one of its municipalities it pos- 
sesses. 

Nothing can be more absurd than this al- 
leged fear that the National Government, 
which refused to accept the canal when of- 
fered it by the peuple of the State, will as- 
sume that the eanal “ has reverted to it be- 
cause of the violation of the terms of the 
original grant.”” The act of Congress grant- 
ing the canal Jands provides that “if said 
ground shall ever cease to be occupied by and 
used for a canal suitable for navigation the 
reservation and grant hereby made shall be 
youd and of none effect.” If the canal is 
widened and deepened, as proposed by the 
Drainage Trustees, it will be more suitable 
for navigation and more used than now. The 
object Congress had in view when it made 
the grant in 1822 will be carried out better 
than ever before. 

The drainage law is no more in conflict 
with the act of Congress than was the State 
law of 1865, which authorized the City of Chi- 
cago to widen and deepen the canal for the 
purpose of securing the drainage of the Chi- 
cago River and its branches. The authority 
given the Drainage Trustees is similar to, 
though not as extensive--applying as it. does 
to a smaller part of the canal—as that con- 
ferred upon the municipality of Chicago in 
1865. Soifit be said that it is unconstitu- 
tional or in violation of the provisions of the 
Congressional land grant to use the canal not 
merely for navigation purposes but also for 
drainage purposes, which add to its useful- 
ness as a canal, the answer is that that sort of 
thing has been going on since the canal was 
deepened in 1870 and no question has ever 
been raised as to ita illegality, 

When the Attorney-General has examined 
the subject fully he will find that the Drainage 
Trustees are entitled to the use of the canal 
in accordance with the provisions of the law. 


THE DEATH OF MR. JUSTICE LAMAR. 

When President Cleveland appointed L. Q. 
C. Lamar, who was then his Secretary of the 
Interior, to succeed Judge Woods on the 
Supreme Cuurt bench there was far from 

being that general feeling of satisfaction that 
there was when he picked wut Chief Justice 
Fuller six months later. Where was no ob- 
jection to Mr. Lamar on the ground that he 
had served in the Confederate army and had 
been one of its diplomatic agents abroad, but 
it was felt that it would have been wiser in 
spite of his natural ability and attractive per- 
sonal qualities to put on the bench a younger 
and stronger man and not one who, while a 
lawyer by profession and well grounded in the 
principles of the law, had practically deserted 
it for many years. 

It is probable that Mr. Lamar did not do as 
much work during his five years of service as 
some of his colleagues, but nevertheless the 
people of Chicago and Illinois “could have 
better spared a better man.” He was one of 
the four members of the Supreme Court who 
united in the decision which gave the Lake- 
Front to this city. Had he voted the other 
way from what he did the decision would 
have been in favor of the railroad company. 
Therefore there is no reason why Illinoisans 
should find any fault now with Mr. Cleve. 
land’s choice, whatever they may have 
thought five years ago. And it is only fair to 
say that had Mr. Lamar gone on the bench 
earlier, when his health was unimpaired, he 
would have been one of the most efficient 
wiem bers of the court. 

The selection of his successor has’ been 
thrown unexpectedly into the hands of Presi- 
dent Harrison, who already has had the nam- 
ing of three members of the court. The Dem- 
ocrats will not be pleased with this. They 
knew that Mr. Lamar was in poor health, but 
they had hoped that he would live until Mr. 
Cleveland was inaugurated. If the death had 
happened a few weeks later it is probable that 


the Democratic Senators would have fiilibus- 


tered to prevent the confirmation of a Repub- 
lican successor. It is possible they may do so 
now unless President Harrison sends in a 
name promptly. He has always taken abund- 
ant time when he had a judicial position to fill, 
but it may not be safe to wait too long now. 
That which interests Chicagoans most as 
regards Mr, Justice Lamar’s successor is 
that he shall be a man who wili take the same

Last summer the Council parsed an ordi- 
nance framed by Ald. Madden, the object of 
which was to reduce special assessments for 
public improvements to an amount not much 
more than the cost of thesame. The ordi- 
nance answered the purpose of ite enactment. 
It has proved satisfactory to the Special As- 
sessment Department and to the property- 
owners. Estimates under the ordinance are 
based on actual proposals to do the work. 
But this is not satisfactory to the contractors. 
Such a plan of special assessment leaves nothing 
for extras. The contractor, as a rule, looks out 
for extras, the city contractor does 80 invari- 
ably, but there can be no extras when the as- 
sessinents are based on actual bids. The con- 
tractors, therefore, want the Madden ordi- 
nance repealed and the old extravagant plan 
reéstablished. They had a repealing ordi- 
nance introduced in the Council some time 
ago. The Judiciary committee of the Coun- 
cil, without a word of inquiry addressed to the 
Special Assessment Commussioner, and with- 
out investigation of any kind, reported the or- 
dinance reéstablishing the old extravagant 
and rotten system of special assessment, and 
recommended its adoption to the Council 
Monday evening, 

The Judiciary committee did this at the in- 
stance of the contractors’ combine. Neither 
the property-owners nor the Special Assess- 
ment Department asked for it. The only peo- 
ple that requested it are the cormorant con- 
tractors, who want high estimates and large 
extras. 

The special assessment ordinance, as recom- 
mended to the Council Monday, is both mis- 


the interest of the taxpayers, and it ought to 
be watched in its progress through Yd Coun- 
cil. If not rejected it should be vetoed by the 
Mayor. It isaswindling, cheating, tax-de- 
vouring ordinance in the interest of men who 
prey on the taxpayers, and the Judiciary com- 
mittee of the Council has disgraced itself by 
recommending it.

A paper finding fault with Tue Trisunz 
quotation of the value of the silver in the sil- 
ver dollar makes another bad mistake. It 
says: “‘It is hard work to convince the busi- 
ness public that the silver dollars on which 
certificates are based are not worth $1.”’ The 
fact is that those certificates which are bought 
and sold in Wall street are documents issued 
by private companies entitling the holder to a 
named quantity of silver bullion, and the 
price quoted by Tuz Trrsune is that at which 
he can sell that silver per ounce, while the 
equivalent stated in the next sentence enables 
him to see how much less than his property is 
worth he will get for it if he takes his pay in 
silver dollars and should then dispose of those 
silver dollars at their bullion value. The state- 
ment shows that the Government of the 
United States can buy silver at so much per 
ounce, and from every two dollars’ worth ac- 
cording to that valuation can coin three silver 
dollars. In other words, it gives the value of 
silver as determined in the open market be- 
tween buyers and sellers and then states the 
equivalent value of the pure metal in the silver 
coin. Possibly the paper which finds fault 
with this report would also deem it desirable 
to discontinue the reports of the prices paid 
by the ‘I'reasury in making its monthly pur- 
chases of 4,500,000 ounces of silver. Perhaps 
it would prefer that the government should 
issue a certificate for $1.294¢ for every ounce 
thus purchased, when statistics show that 80 
per cent of that silver is produced at a cost 
averaging only about 34 cents per ounce, If 
so it should also favor a proposition to issue 
similar certificates in payment for five- 
sevenths of the wheat and corn, pork and cot 
ton raised in the United States, such certifi- 
cates being issued on the basis of four time 
the average net cost of production. 


Ap. Kenny’s order, unanimously passed by 
the Council Monday, leaves the School 
Board no option in its duty to report to the 
Controller and the City Clerk forthe Alder- 
men an itemized estiniate of the expenses for 
the current year as a basis for appropriation. 
The language of the resolution is explicit. 
The itemized estimate “ must be made,” the 
order declares, “‘ as a condition precedent to 
the gonsideration of the appropriation for 
school purposes.”” The School Board, which 
is in some respects the creation of the Council 
and therefore subordinate to it, is asked to 
set forth particularly— 

The amounts necessary for the salaries of teach- 
ers employedin instructingin the branches of 
common school education, the salaries and ex- 
penses of the high schools, the salaries of special 
teachers, the expenses of maintaining what are 
called ornamental studies, etc.—in short, an 
itemized statement such as is annually submitted 
asa basisforthe estimate of expenses to the 
School Board itself by its committee on school 
management. 


The object of this order is plain enough, 
and neither the author of it nor the Council 
wishes to conceal it. The itemized statement 
is asked for that the “ fads ’’ may be attacked 
in the Council in detail. Under the order the 
School Board will have to say how much it 
wants for drawing, music, pianos, piano- 
covers, piano stools, and piano tuning, dumb- 
beil exercises, German, sloyd, and for all the 


the school program. There is reason to be- 
lieve thatthe Council will deal vigorously 
with it, but at the same time it is disposed to 
be generous in the matter of making appro- 
priations forthe common school branches, 
The war on the ** fads ”’ has begun in earnest. 
They will be attacked at every point where 
they are vulnerable. 

Tug recently complained-of depression in 
British trade shows itself forcibly in the in- 
solvency statistics of the last twelve months.

England and Wales report an increase of 420 
bankrupteies over the total of 4,231 for 1891, 
being about 10 per cent. The number of 
“deeds of arrangement’’ was 3,570 for last 
year, against 3,199 for 1891, being an increase 
of nearly 12 percent. The sum of the two 
iterns compares closely with the total of in- 
solvencies for the years 1882 and 1883, which 
were more than 10,000, and the fact is quoted 
to show that the effect of the act of 1883 has 
not been to reduce the annual insolvency to 
the extent expected by tlie men who advo- 
cated its passage.

the one made public early in March as the ag- 
gregate of supplies remaining in the hands of 
farmers in the United States at the beginning 
of that month.

PROBING THE GREAT SCANDAL. 


De Lesseps and Others Held Culpable by 
M, Franqueville—Pleadings in Court. 

Pants, Jan. 24—Chairman Brisson in- 
formed the Parliamentary Commission of In- 
quiry today that Arthur Meyer, director of 
the Royalist daily, the Gaulois, had retused 
to appear before them to testify as to the 
charges made against him by Wharles de Les- 
seps that Meyer received two Panama bonds 
of 50,000 francs each. Meyer’s excuse for re- 
fusing to testify was that the commission has 
no authority over journalists. , 

. M. Franqueville has finished his examina- 

tion of eighteen persons connected with the 
Panama Canal scandal. He has decided that 
Ferdinand de Lesseps, Charies de Lesseps, 
Hen Cottu, Marius Fontane, ex-Deputy 
Sans-Leroy, ex-Deputy Gobrin, M. Arton, 
and M, Blondin are culpable. His de- 
cision as to the other ten is not yet 
known. Ex-Deputy Gobron is supposed to 
have received a Thierree check for 20,000 
francs. The specific charge against Arton is 
that he bri M. Sans-Leroy. M. Blondin, 
as M. Bachaud’s private secretary, handled 
the money that passed between the Panama 
peop'e and the Minister of Public Works, 
besides having other compromisimg dealings 
with the Panama company. 

At the Panama trial today Maitre Barboux 
resumed his argument in behalf of his clients. 
He said that the payments made to the press 
to obtain the approval of the newspapers for 
the Panama enterprise coula not be held to 
constitute swindiing. The original estimates 
of all great undertakings were always ex- 
ceeded. The Manchester and Corinth Canals 
might be mentioned as instances. : 

Passing from facts und figures to flowery 
rhetoric he declared that the popularity of 
Ferdinand de Lesseps was as great today as 
in 1884. Charles de Lesseps, continued M. 
Barboux, inherited the respect in ‘which his 
father had so long been held. His arrest had 
caused a feeling of stupefaction at home and 
abroad. . 

As to any fault which might be found with 
the plans adopted for the canal M. Barboux 
pointed out the conflict between the opin- 
ions of engineers on the subject, some advo- 
cating a level canal and others a lock canal. 
Ferdinand de Lesseps had never played the 
double part attributed to him. e had n:t 
concealed the mistake made in the original 
estimates of the cost of the canal. In 1884 he 
had told a general meeting of shareholaers 
that 600,000,000 francs more would be required 
to finish the canal. His statement had been 
so explicit that those who perejsted in misun- 
derstanding it had only themselves to blame. 

Roms, Jan. 24.—The President of the Sen- 
ate has declined to examine or to appoint 
others to examine Count Menabrau’s private 
papers with a vi O proving the groundless- 
ness of the charges that the Count, while an 
Ambassador to Fpance, accepted Panama 
money. The President of the Senate says 
that such an examihation would be needless, 
as Count Menabrau’s word has sufficed to re- 
fute accusations made against hin.

VALPARAISO, Jan, 24.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
James Gordon Bennett. |—The correspondert 
at Montevideo telegraphs that the pvlice at 
San Bantista, under Intendente Saldanha, 
killed two Uruguayans.

The federals have received a 
suppl of Manser rifles. The corre- 
spondet in Buenos Avres telegraphs that 
the warship Libertad has arrived. The Brazil- 
ian Minister has protested against increasing 
the customs duties on Brazilian products. 
They will stop importations unless some no- 
tice is taken of the protest. Brazil threatens 
to raake reprisals. The charges which Mc- 
Kenna has made in Valparaiso that he feared 
assassination have been declared by the pa- 
pers to be unfounded. It is believed they 
were the result of a disordered mind. 

The correspondent at Artigas telegraphs 
that the Federals have received a supply of 
Remington rifles. They now await only the 
arrival of Chief Cavida with Silveyra Mar- 
tins to begin the revolt. President Peixotto 
has ordered the troops away from the frontier 
lines on the banks ot the Rio Wrande. This 
action has alarmed the Castilhistas. They are 
emigrating with troops to escape the venge- 
ance of the Federals. 

A masé-meeting of 5,000 resideuts of Buenrs 
Ayres was held Sunday, at which it was voted 
unanimously to condemn the action of the 
President and Cabinet in regard to the Corri- 
entes revolt. The names of the President and 
Cabinet were received with groans. The po- 
lice interfered and broke up the meeting. It 
is believed that a new Cabinet will be formed, 
with Roca, Mitre, Irigoyer, and other Radi- 
cals hulding portfolios.

Archduchess Margaret Sophie Wedded to 
Wurtemberg’s Heir Presumptive. 

Viewna, Jan 24.—The marriage of the Arch- 
duchess Margaret Sophie and Duke Albrecht 
of Wurtemberg was solemmnized today in the 
Church of the Hofrath, The wedding was 
attenaed by Emperor Francis Joseph, several 
Archdukes and Archduchesses, the King and 
Queen of Wurtemberg, and other members of 
the Royal Family of Wurtemberg. After the 
ceremony the bride and bridegroom kissed the 
hands of the Emperor and the King and 
Queen of Wurtemberg.

Bupa Pests, Jan. 24.—A passenger Way 
train and a cattle train collided near Grau to- 
day.

Three hundred head 
of cattle were killed and 100 head were so 
badly injured that they were shot. The wreck 
has stopped all traffic on the line. The mis- 
placeinent of a switch is supposed to have 
caused the accident.

FRENOH ANAROHISTS THINK THE 
TIME TO STRIKE HAS COME. 


—_—— 


Arms and Ammunition Wanted and a Del- 
egate Comes to America to Secure Aid 


—The Agmy Expected to Join with the 
Revolutionary Forces—Reception Ac- 


corded to the Presentation of “ Boab- 
dil”—The Disappearance of Brewer 
Werther and Its Alleged Cause, 

New York, Jan. 24.—[Special. }—Anarchist 
leaders are satisfied that the masses in all civ- 
ilized countries were never 80 restless as now, 
and Ahe turmoil aroused im _ France 
over—-the revelations connected with 
the construction of the Panama Ca- 
nal has convinced them that the French 
people are weary of a republican form of gov- 
ernment, and that the time has therefore come 
to establish in its stead the form of govern. 
ment which is the day dream ofall cham- 


pions of a social revolution. 

To bring about the desired object a skillful 
program has been formulated. The details 
of this program are known only to one or 
two revolutionary leaders in each coun- 
try, and no intimation of its existance 
has yet been published, From a 
man who is second to none among American 
rovolutionists has been learned today some of 
the plans of the revolutionary leaders, and 
was assured by him that there is on foot anim- 
portant and far-reaching movement, which, if 
carried out, cannot fail to have serious cunse- 


quences. 
Confident as they might be of the sympathy 
of the French people the leaders know well 
that something more than this sympathy was 
necessary to insure success, and they deter- 
mined to appeal for moral, physical, and finan- 
cial support to Europe and the United 
States. [hey could best attain their object 
by sending responsible men as delegates to 
the various countries, and the delegate who 
was assigned on this mission to the United 
States arrived in this city last Saturday. This 
delegate, whu is known to his colleagues as 
M. Ernst Mouchon, believed to be the son of 
wealthy parents who are in the Riviera. It is 
said that he 1s a friend of Marquis de Mores, 
and that he only recently became prominent 


Now, however, he stands high in the cuuncil 
of his party. 

The most sanguine Anarchist leaders do not 
believe that force will be necessary. The 
French army, they say, is honeye mbed with 
revolutionary ideas, and, when the day of 
battle comes, the soldier, when ordered 
to mow down the rebels, will refuse 
throw down their guns, and march over to the 
ranks of the insurgents. Two Generals and 
several other lending officers in Paris are said 
to be revolutionists at heart, and it ie aileged 
that the majority of the rank and file of the 
army will be overjoyed at the overthrow of 
the republic. 


May Be No Bloodshed, 


The insurgent leaders do not propose to 
leave anything to chance. If the army )vins 
them there will be no bloodshed and the new 
era will be peacefully inaugurated. If the 
army does not join them thousands ‘of well- 
armed revolutionists from all quarters—from 
London, Berlin, Rome, Madrid, and the 
United States, will march on Paris and, aided 
by their colleagues in the French Capital, will 
do battle with their old enemies, The first 
day of May has been fixed for the opening of 
the campaign, but active warfare will begin 
sOoner if the necessary Money, arms, and 
men are forthcoming. 

(he insurgents, if successful, Co not intend 
to immediately establish a socialistic form of 
governinent. They are in favor of a dictator- 
ship, and the first dictator will probably be 
M. Constans. A dictatorship, however, is 
vnly regarded as a necessary evil and 
will be abolished in favor of a socialistic form 
of governiment just as soon as it becomes evi- 
dent that the people of France are in favor o! 
a change. 


Will Be Legitimate Warfare, 


Of M. Mouchons’ movements since his 
arrival in this city little is known. It is said 
that he has conferred with only two promi- 
nent revolutionists, Johann Most and 
Baron von Barnezot, and that they 
have promised him all the 
in ther power, Within. a 
two a public meeting will be held. In regard 
to the plans of the _ revolutionists Iit- 
tle, if anything, definite will be said, 
and certainly not a word will be uttered 
which can call for the _ interference 
of the authorities. What M. Mouchons has 
come for is money, and he expects that every 
revolutionist in this country, no matter 
whether he be an Anarchist, a Nihilist, a So- 
cialist, a Communist, or a Social Democrat, 
will gontribute liberally. The money will be 
speut on arms and ammunition and for other 
purposes of legitimate warfare, 

The indiscriminate use of dynamite will not 
be sanctioned and no such tactics as Ravachol 
resorted to will be approved of. If the 
revolutionists find -that they cannot gain 
the day except by force they will take the 
arms of soldiers: and not of assassins. A 
reguiar civil waris what they propose, and 
they are confident that revolutionists of every 
shade of opinion. will subscribe liberally. Only 
a few revolationists, they argue, approve of 
the use of dynamite, whereas, almost all ap- 
prove of legitimate warfare. 

For no consideration will any vestige of 
power be given toa representative of the Or- 
leanist or other of the parties in France. Ap- 
archist leaders assume that the insurgent 
army will be recruited from the various 
countries of Europe and the United States. It 
is said that though the followers of Bebel and 
Liaebknuecht in Germany may not take an act. 
ive interest in the movement, from 70,000 to 
100,000 more radical Germans will be ready 
tu march across the frontier at a day’s notice. 
From the people of Paris more assistance is 
expected, and it is assured that many promi- 
nent men sympathize with the movement. 

What makes the Anarchist leaders, how- 
ever, really hopeful is their firm belief that 
every revolutionist and every discontented 
person throughout the world will approve of 
their ca.npaign and will aid them to the best 
of his ability. Mr. Mouchon _ will 
spend a few days here and will then 
visit leading revolutionists in other 
cities. He spent this evening and until 2 
o’clock this morning in company with Herr 
Most and Baron von Barnezot. Tomorrow 
he intends to visitsome gentlemen, to whom, it 
is said, the Marquis de Mores has given him 
letters of introduction. 


THOUGHT HIM AN ANARCHIST. 


A Wealthy Watchmaker Is Held by the 
Parisian Police, 

New York, Jan. 24.—[Special.}—M. E. 
Koehn, a watchmaker of Switzerland, one of 
the best known and wealthiest men in Europe, 
arrived here yesterday and tells a great story 
of the ignorance of French officials. Here is 
the way Mr. Koebn describes the discomfitures 
to which he was subjected: 

‘“*T arrived in Paris from Geneva Jan. 8 at 
6:45 a.m. My satchels were taken care of by 
the driver of a four-wheeler, and as I was 
about to step into the carriage some one took 
hold of my arm from behind and said, ‘I ar- 
rest you,’ 

* The first thought that came to me was that 
my friend, a Paris jeweler, had seen me and 
was trying to play a joke on me, but on turn- 
ing around I was much surprised to find my- 
self in the cletches of two uniformed gen- 
darmes. They would give me no explanation 
of their conduct, but marched me to the near- 
est police station, where I was photo- 
graphed, searched, and treated as 
arrested persons usually are. It was 
in vain that I tried to explain 
where i was from ana that there was 
a mistake. They would listen to nothing. 
The place was filthy and ill-stnelling, and 
gave ine great nausea. | managed after a 
while to get one of them to go to my friend 
with a message from me. The Prefect ar- 
rived just as my friend camein. The matter 
was soon explained, and after four hours of 
most disagreeable detention I was discharged. 

“T asked the Prefect if he took me fora 
pretender to the throne of France, and he 
answered ‘No,’ but that the government orfi- 
cers who had examined my belongings at the 
frontier post, Bellegarde, Lad found among 
my papers certain mysterious documents 
whic they could not read, and which they re- 
garded as anarchistic, so a telegram was 
forwarded for my arrest. The fact was 
that the manuscripts were letters of credit and 
other valuable papers written in English to 
American firms. The Paris officials were

SAYS WEIHER HAD TO LEAVE, 


A Creditor of the Ex-Brewer Gives a Rea- 
son for His Sudden Departure. 

New York, Jan 24.—[Special. }—Lorenz 
Weiher, a builder and late President of the Em- 
pire State Brewing company, suddenly left 
for Europe’ on the steamer Elbe Jan. 17. 
Jacob L. Toch, a creditor, today obtained an 
attachment against him on the ground that he 
departed from the State to defraud his 
creditors, He says he hunted many places 
for Weiher without success. Among other 
places he went to the office of the Empire 
State Brew company, where the book- 
keeper told hiin Wether had sailed for Europe. 
His informant, so he said, told him that 
Weiher’s departure was so sudden that he 
resigned as Presiaent of the brewing company 
the day before he sailed and that his son was 
elected in his place,- His three children went 
with him. 

The complainant also accused Weiher of 
treating him unfairly in the sale of realty in 
which both were interested. Weiher has been 
well known in this city as a builder for the 
last ten years on account of his large opera- 
tions. He built several rows of dwellings up- 
town and numerous apartment houses. 
His last large yeaa was the Hotel 
de Lorenz, at venty-second street and 
Lexington avenue. This property, it is said, 
he transferred to Lewis Roberts Jan. 7, sub- 
ject to a mortgage of $275,000. He also trans. 
ferred a few weeks ago, it is said, forty-seven 
acres of land at Mount Pleasant for a nomi- 
nal consideration.

faulter in the sum of $38,700. It also gave a 
description of the man and stated that he in- 
tended to sail for Europe, he having left a 
letter with the coimmpany to that effect. He 
left Minneapolis with his wife and three chil- 
dren Jan 13, aud arrived in New York Friday 
night. He was traced to the flat house No. 
531 West One Hundred and Twenty-tifth 
street, where he had gone to live with his fam- 
ily. and was arrested last night by Detectives 
Q’Brien and Taylor. That was the first inti- 
mation Mrs. Windruss had that her husband 
was an embezzier, and she went into hyster- 
ics. Windruss is 32 years old and had intend- 
ed, he said, to return to England, and some 
day, if able, make restitution.

Illicit Distillery on Long Island Raided and 
One Man Captured. 


New York. Jan. 24.—[Special.]—Upon informa- 
tion received by Collector Nathan of Brooklyn 
the United States authorities this morning sur- 
prised a gang of moonshiners operating an illicit 
distillery at Woodhaven, L. L, captaring a fine 
plant.

COMPLAIN OF MR. KERN’S METHODS. 


Prosecuting Witnesses Are Wroth Over His 
Disposal of Criminal Cases, 

Two cases disposed of in the Criminal Court 
lately by State’s-Attorney Kern’s assistants 
have greatly displeased the prosecuting wit- 
nesses. One was that of John O’Neil, who 
stole a pocketbook from Mrs, Julia Hermes 
of Lemont, IL, on the Madison street bridge 
Dec. 24.

The Books of Warren County Show the 
Treasurer Short. Over $60,000,

urer, Augustus Cronkhite, are in proper shape. 
The total amount of cash he took is $60,600, 
only about $300 of which he carried with him, 
the balance he invested in property, buying 
at high figures and making partial pay- 
ments, and adding to it lavish im- 
provements.

WILLIAM H. M'ILROY SENDS A BUL- 
LET THROUGH HIS HEAD, 


He Abstracts a Pistol from a Drawer in 
the Office of the Chicago Lumber Com- 
pany and Kills Himself in a Toilet- 
Room in the Auditorium Building—No 
Cause for the Deed Known—The Victim 
Lately Here from New York—Young 
Morton's Death Still a Mystery. 


William H. MelIlroy, a contractor and 
builder, and unti) recently a member of the 
lumber firm of Benedict, McIlroy & Fowler 
of New York City, shot and killed himself at 
the Auditorium yesterday morning at 11 
o’clock, 

McIlroy was a well-dressed, pleasant-ap- 
pearing young man, 32 years old. He had 
visited Chicago frequently and had 
a wide acquaintance among local lumber 
dealers, When he arrived inthe city Mon- 
day afternoon he became the guest of S. R. 
Frazier Jr., Secretary of the Chicago Lumber 
company, No. 3351 South Park avenue. He 
appeared light-hearted and cheerful in the 
evening, and the next morning informed Mr. 
Frazier that he never felt better. The two 
men came down-town to the offices of the 
Chicago Lumber company, No. 1006 Audi- 
torium Building, together. About 11 o'clock 
Melliroy left the office and went to 
the toilet-room on the eighth floor, 
His actions were not of a character tu attract 
attention. Soon after entering the lavatory a 
pistol shot was heard. Sherman Abbott, the 
elevator boy, ran in and found that McIlroy 
had committed suicide, 

Abbott informed Janitor James Muir, who 
telephoned the First Precinct Police Station. 
Bradley Cushing. No. 8101 Vincennes avenue, 
heurd the shot. He called Drs, Berry and Tay- 
lor, who f und Meliroy sitting where he had 
shot himself. still holding the small Smith & 
Wesson 82-caliber revolver in his right hand. 
He had placed the revolver against his right 
ear, and the bullvt passed through the head. 
But little blood was found. Mcellroy’s pulse 
did not cease to beat for twenty-six minutes. 

Friends Are Notified, 

Mr. Frazier wes notified, and at once had 
the body removed by the police to Kianer’s 
undertaking establishinent on Wabash ave- 
nue. He then telegraphed to New York to 
notify the friends of MclIirey at the New 
Abingdon Square Hotel, where McIlroy had 
beeu living for sume months. 

On Mcliroy’s person waa found a personal 
card, printed, evidently, while stopping at the 
Murray Hill Hotel, his former address, also 
$1,700 in money, and other evidences that he 
was well-to-do. 

As to what could have impelled the man to 
end his life as he did his friends here cvuld 
form no conjecture. There was no indication 
of undue excitement, and it was thought that 
he was momentarily insane. The small re- 
volver was ina drawer inthe lumber com- 
pany’s office. How or when he got it is not 
known. Mrs, William Megiade, No, 303 War- 
ren avenue, who died three weeks ago, was an 
aunt of McIlroy. Mr. Frazier, who has known 
him for six years, said: 

*] should as svon think of killing myself as 
of such aa act by Mr. Mcliroy. e was 32 
years old, single, and a contractor and builder 
in New York City, stopping at the New Abing- 
don Hotel. Until recentiy he had been a 
member of the firm of Benedict, McIlroy & 
Fowler of New York. He was quiet and gen- 
tlemantly, and nothing that he did while I was 
with hiin would have suggested such an in- 
sane inclination. Nor ~oI know how he ob- 
tained possession of the revolver, which was 
the property of thiscompany. I have notified 
New York fmends to inform McelIlroy’s rela- 
tives, but have not yet heard frog: them. I 
do not know anything about his private af- 
fairs, but always understood him to be ino 
good circumstances,” 

Mr. Brown of Brown, Chapin & Co., Cham- 
ber of Commerce Building, knew Mcllroy 
well, but could give nao reason why he should 
kill himself. 


MOKTON’S DEATH STILL A MYSTERY. 


The Informal Inquest Throws No Light on 
His sad Fate, 


An inquest was held yesterday at Tolleston, 
Ind.. on the remains of Arthur J. Morton, but 
the evidence adduced failed to establish the 
true story of his death. 

Morton and Thumas Stevenson, employés 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Coal com- 
pany in the Chicago voffice, left the Calumet 
Heights club house, about six miles north of 
Tolleston Station, Sunday morning on a hunt. 
Stevenson returned ip the evening without his 
companion and related a story of their having 
lost their way in the woods, Morton finally 
becoming helpless. Stevenson said he had left 
Morton ip charge of men with a handcar and 
supposed he was already in Chicago. The next 
day Morton’s body was found, frozen stiff, in 
the snow near the Miller road, far from the 
place he was left. 

Yesterday morning Stevenson and Dr. L. L. 
Davis went to Tolleston, and after locating 
the spot where Stevenson had left Morton, 
after carrying him on his back for long stages, 
followed the path left distinct in the deep 
snow by the young hunter. It was irregular, 
and showed where Morton had stumbled’ and 
fallen many times. The path finally reached 
the Miller road and thea appeared alternately 
on either side, ending where the body had 
been found. This was in the midst. of a spot 
‘where, for many feet around, the snow was 
packed down firm, as though the dying man 
had crawied on his hands and knees around in 
a circle, 

The “inquest” was a most informal affair. 
No effort was made to corroborate Steven- 
son’s story of leaving Morton in the hands of 
others, and Coronor Gordon was satisfied with 
Stevenson’s statement. No further testimony 
was taken, and a certificate of death from ex- 
posure was issued, 

Young Morton’s mother and five children 
live at No. 309 Warren avenue, and the mother 
is nearly crazed with gnef. Mrs. Morton’s 
brother, James Jackson, arrived last Friday 
from Colorado with his family, intending to 
locate in Chicago, ana are at the Morton 
home. Last evening the body was brought to 
the city by Dr. Davis and young Stevenson 
and taken to the undertaking establishment of 
S.C. Postlewait, No. 310 Ogden avenue. The 
funeral will be held from the house at noon 
today, 

Pnesiee Stevenson, Morton’s companion, 
is much affected by the occurrence. He has 
only been in America fora few months, and 
Morton was his guest at the Calumet Heights 
club house, 

“T felt so confident,” said he last night, 
‘‘that Morton was in safe hands that many-a 
time I envied him his ride to safety and com- 
fort. One time he pressed an empty istel to 
his temple and pulled the trigger. should 
never have left him, and feel that I would 
rather it were I who had been found under the 


bush.”

CONDITION OF MICHIGAN BANKS. 


Report of Commissioner Sherwood Filed 
with Gov. Rich. 

Lanstne, Mich., San. 24.—[Special, ]—State 
Bank Commissioner Sherwood submitted his 
annual report to the Governor today. During 
the year ending Dec. 31 twenty-one banks, 
with an aggregate capital of $1,296,000, were 
authorized to do business. The assets of the 
eighteen State banks and three trust com- 
panies of Michigan amount to $82,649,533. 
There are 108 savings banks, with $1,1°*,492 
depositors, representing total deposits of $35,- 
909,010. The report recommends that the 
banking law be amended so as to give the 
Commissioner authority to take immediate 
podsession of a bank whenever in his judg- 
ment the exigencies of the case demand it. 

Secretary Baller of the State Board of 
Health was notified today of four cases of 
confluent small-pox in Pittsfield, near Ann 
Arbor, all of which are traceable to Jager, 
an immigrant who came over in the infected 


vessel Saale. 


-Lumbermen Elect Their Officers. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—The 
Northwestern Lumbermen’s Association today re- 
elected as President i. H. Price of Sioux City. 
H. W. Rosé of Sioux Falls, S. D., was chosen Vice- 
President, and G. P. Spatford was reédlected a di- 
rector. The report of J. H. Queal, the Treasurer, 
showed the ameunt received from annual dues to 
200, and from membership $100. The ex- 
penditures for the year were 46,897.08, and cash 
now on hand $2,711.19. _The report of the com- 
mittee on by-laws revision was heard.

MONTICELLO, IiL, Jan. 24.—({Special. ]—State’s- 
Attorney H. H. Crea of Monticello has been com- 
missioned by Brown & Ive- of Providence, R. I., 
trustees of the estate of John Carter Brown and 
the heirs of Charlotte R. Godaard and Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Gammell, to bring suit against the firm of 
Peddicord Bros. & Co. to recover the amount of 
$35,000 excess on commissions charged for the 
sale of lands intrusted to the firm to sell. This 
with the value of the land sought to be recovered 
will amount to $90,000. The lands are located,in 
Piatt, Macon, and Champaign Counties.

Lang Bros. of Des Moines, Ia., filed an 
attachment this morning against C. W. Mosh- 
er, clairaing that Dec. 16 W. W. Marsh gave 
Mosher a six months’ note for $50,000 and Jan. 
5, 1893, one for $5,500, Both of these notes were 
indorsed by Mosher and sold to plaintiff. 
Mosher, they claim, has disposed of his prop- 
erty with intent to defraud his creditors, and a 
Deputy Sheriff served an attachment on the 
home property at Fifteenth and K streets. 
This was followed by another attachment 
sworn out by Younker Bros,, also of Des 
Moines, who discounted Mosher & Outcalt’s 
note for $12,200, dated Jan. 5, 1893. In this 
case the Outcalt farm, house at Eleventh and 
D streets, and the Mosher. residence were at- 
tached. 

According to court decisions those who hold 
Capital National checks will have to stand any 
loss that may be entailed’on them. They are 
virtually creditors of the bank.

There 
is a little railroad running from the northern 
terminus of the Sixth Avenue Elevated thirty 
miles northward which has been a musery to 
those who onginally invested in it, and which 
seemed to have no tuture. Recently connec- 
tion was made with the New England railroad 
near the. Connecticut State line, and by this 
connection it has been possible to run 
through trains between New York and Bos- 
ton. Mr. Gould was anxious to secure 
control of this property, believing that it 
would be a profitable feeder for the elevat- 
ed,and might possibly ultimately develop 
anew through line to Boston with a terminal 
in New York City, a franchise which the New 
Haven road alone 2.

WILL SUE THE COUNTY FOR $150,000. 


B. Honig Wants Damages Because His Con- 
tracts Were Annulied. 

Bernard Honig, whose bids for furnishing 
the couuty inatitutions with meat have caused 
him and the Commissioners so much trouble, 
is preparing to bring suit against the county 
for $150,000 damages sustained by him, as he 
alleges, because his ast year’s contract was 
annulled by the County Board.

The contract provided that 
in case the meat was not satisfactory it should 
be returned tome.

Theexpert upon whose inspec- 
tion my meat was declared bad was a coin- 
petitor of mine. After my contract was 
annulled this competitor furnished all the 
meat. Then the county advertised for bids for 
the completion of my contract. A man 
named White secured the contract and it was 
sublet to me. I delivered ail the meat, and it 
was of exactly the same quality asI had fur- 
nished before, yet there was no complaint. 
All this shows that it was me and not the meat 
that the Commissioners were after. Why? 
Simply because some of the Republican Com- 
missioners didn’t like it because 1 supported 
Frank Lawler for Sheriff.’

SUCCESSOR TO LAMAR. 


PRESIDENT HARRISON WILL PROBA- 
' BLY APPOINT ONE. 


Should He Choose a Democrat Judge Jack- 
son of Tennessee Would Likely Be 
Named—In Caucus the Republican Sen- 
ators Decide in Favor of Admitting All 
Territories Except Arizona, but the 
Matter Will Be Negatived by the Delay 
in Reaching a Vote—Washington News. 


Wasurnorox, D.C., Jan, 24.—[Special.]— 
President Harrison will probably name a suc- 
cessor to Justice Lamar. Whether the suc- 
cessor will be a Republican or a Demucrat, or 
whether he will be confirmed is another ques- 
tion. It has been the unvarying rule of out- 
going Presidents to exercise the appointing 
power until the end of their term. This was 
done by President Cleveland, by President 
Arthur, and has been done mght up to date by 
President Harrison. ‘There 1s no good reason 
why, with the Supreme bench overcrowded 
with work, he should refrain from filling the 
vacancy. When he does so, there is no reason 
to doubt that the appointinent will be of the 
same high standard that Gen. Harrison is 
maintaining in all his judicial nominations. 

Democratic Senators say they will filibuster 
in order to prevent the confirmation of an ap- 
pointee of President Harrison. That is their 
own matter. When Uleveland was in they 
took a different ground. The President can 
be relied on to do what he thinks to be his 
duty, without regard to threats of tnis sort. 

While the Democratic Senators say they will 
hold the vacancy open until Cleveland comes 
in, those of them who are lawyers have some 
misgivings about the kind of an appointment 
the incoming President will make. There 
never was a grosser case of personal favorit- 
ism in making high judicial nominations than 
Cleveland’s appoiatment of Lamar. It was 
so recognized at the time, but partisan rea- 
sons secured his confirmation. He was infirm 
in body and as Secretary of the Interior there 
had been countless incidents in which he had 
shown that his intellectual powers were wan- 
ing. In the five years that Justice Lamar 
served on the bench he did not do one year’s 
work, because his health was so poor. While 
the appointment gratified him, it caused him 
the keenest suffering. 

Given Kindly Assistance, 

The summer after his confirmation he lter- 
ally staid in Washington to study law. He 
often confided to his friends’ that he passed 
hours of agony in studying a case which was 
assigned to him for decision. He lived in the 
constant fear that his brother Justices would 
observe his lack of capacity for the work of 
the*bench. It was only their kindly personal 
interest and the feeling of friendship enter- 
tained forhim by public men of all parties 
that saved him from humiliation. 

Under these circumstances the bar of the 
ountry would probably be just as well satis 
ed not to have Mr. Cleveland name the suc- 

cessor to Justice Lamar. It is said that there 
is great difficulty in finding a lawyer on the 
Southern circuit who would come up to the 
demands of the place. 

Should President Harrison name a Repub- 
iican District Judge Don A. Pardee of Louis- 
ianaand Emery Spear of Georgia are men- 
tioned for promotion. Spear came to Con- 
gress asan Independent Democrat and was 
appointed as ees Hayes to the District 
bench. Ex-Senators Edmunds and Spooner 
are mentioned, but it is doubtful if President 
Harrison will go that far north, or that either 
of them would accept. Judge Taft of Cincin- 
nati, who was named for the Appellate bench 
last year, is also a possibility. So is Attorney- 
General” Miller. The latter’s appointment 
would enable Gen. Harrison to satisfy a wish 
he is known to have that his old law partner 
should reach the bench. But on previous oc- 
easions considerations of expediency caused 
the Attorney-General to be pas#ed over, and 
these miay prevail now.

Should the President conclude to name a 

Democrat there is a general belief that Judge 
Howell E. Jackson of Tennessee will be the 
inan. Jackson was ir the Senate when Cleve- 
land made him Circuit Judge. He is popular 
with both Republicans and Democrats, is 
known for his moderation, and his party 
friends would find it hard tu. excuse them- 
eelves if they prevented his confirmation. 
President Harrison does not always regard 
party lines in making judicial appointments, 
for he named three of the Appellate Judges 
from amoug Democrats. It is known that 
the members of the Supreme bench would be 
gratified to have Judge Jackson come up 
among them. ; 


RESPECT FOR THE DEAD JUSTICE, 


Supreme Court, Senate, and House Adjourn 
After Brief Sessions. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 24.—When the 
United States Supreme Court mét as usual at 
noon today a chair ( between those of Justices 
Gray and Brown) heavily draped in mourning 
told the story that between the adjournment 
of the court yesterday evening and its re- 
assembling there had passed away one of its 
members. Chief Justice Fuller announced 
Mr. Justice Lamar’s death, saying: - 

* It again becomes my melancholy duty to 
announce the death of a member of this 
court. Mr. Justice Lamar died at Macon, Ga., 
last evening. No business will be transacted. 
The court will adjourn until Monday next.”’ 

The Justices, with a few exceptions, will at- 
tend the funeral of Mr. Lamar. Justice 
Field, who isin feeble health, and perhaps 
some of the other Justices will rernain here, 
but a majority of the court will make the trip. 

Early in the morning a communication 
from Chief Justice Fuller was read in the 
Senate and that body adjourned out of re. 
spect to the memory of the dead Justice. 
During the brief session several eulogies were 
delivered. 

But little business was transacted in the 
House, 4 similar communication resulting in 
that body’s adjournment.

From this view of himself it becomes al- 
most a matter of certainty that a young per- 
son, to whom age seemed a distant thing, 
wrote the poem, and that the alleged feelings 
of the old man are purely imaginary, for it 
was, at heart, a young fellow who must have 
sat on the stone.

OTHER WORLDS OF HABITATION. 


There Is More in Heaven and Earth than 
Dreamt of in Man's Philosophy. 

Pall Mall Budget: The Rev. Dr. Dallinger 
delivered a lecture at Bristol the other night 
on the planets around us and their possible 
habitability. Speaking of Mercury, Dr. Dall- 
inger pointed out its chief features and 
showed that they approximated to those of 
the earth.

Mars next 
caine under review, the letturer explaining its 
character, substance, atmosphere, and other 
features, which he said made the existence of 
creatures, if not man, quite possible, 

People were slowly losing their former 
notions that there were nothing and nobody 
in the universe except the worla and man. 
There were other worlds, hawever, which, 
so far as human intelligence could judge, 
were not yet suitable for habitation, but were 
gradually assuming conditions which might 
ultimately make life possible. The lecturer 
held the opinion that many years heace some 
meang of mental communication with the 
denizens ofthe other pianets might be estab- 
lished. In the present days of marvelous dis- 
coveries in science all things seemed possible, 
and the establishment of inter-communica- 
tion of some kind between this earth and the 
beings of the planets did not seem more im- 
probable or impossiblethan the sending of a 
telegraph message irom England to New 
York seemed 100 years ago.

COIN IS FOR CHICAGO. 


THAT “$10,000 BEAUTY" WAS 
BOUGHT BY MR. HIGINBOTHAM. 


After the Fair Is Over It Will Be Present- 
ed to Some City Institution—How It 
Was Arranged So That a Typewriter 
Firm Should Get the Credit and the 
President the Souvenir—Appropriation 
of $10,200 for Sculpture—Exhibits on 
the Way—Exposition Notes. 


That “$10,000 beauty,”’ otherwise known as 
the first World’s Fair souvenir coin minted 
by the United States Government, is to remain 
in the possession of some Chicago institution 
as a permanent memorial of the Pair. This 
is due tothe determination on the part of 
President Higinbotham to keep the coin in 
Chicago. To bring about such a result he was 
practically the highest bidder for the first 
Columbian half dollar struck off by the mint 
at Philedelphia.
